As usual at a 
msiness meeting of,the council there 
vere many absentees, the first roll 
call failing to show a quorum, but 
enough came in to make a small sur- 
plus over the required number. 


The first business was the reading 


of the Deport of the commission! on 
gas investigation, stating that an 
appropriation of ?3,000 was neces- 
sary for the employment of an expert 
to prepare the data, etc., for use in 
making up the city's side of the case. 
This was accompanied by a resolution 
making the appropriation, which Had 
been referred to the council commit- 
tee on appropriations and came back 
marked "disapproved" because of the 
fact that all the available income of 
the city had aparently been appropri- 
ated earlier in the year. Councilman 
John J. Peckham moved the passage 
of the resolution, and several moved 
to lay it on the table. Mayor Maho- 
ney then took the floor and made a 
strong appeal for the passage of the 
resolution, stating that this was a 
matter of vital interest to every 
property owner in the city. The city 
has a complaint against the quality of 
gas, now pending before the Public 
Utilities ' Commission, and unless a 
suitable presentation of the facts can 
he prepared the case will have to go 
by default. 
The city is the plaintiff 


and the burden of proof is the'refore 
upon the city. As far as the ability 
of the city to raise the funds, the tax 
aspessors have not yet completed the 
assessment and they will be required 
to find more property to be assessed. 
Mayor Mahoney was given hearty 
applause as he finished. 


Mr. J Alton Barker spoke in favor 


of the appropriation, and ex-Mayor 
Garrettson thought the matter ought 
to be guided by the financial condition 
of the city. 
He did not believe in 


condemning the Gas Company with- 
out a hearing. To this Mayor Ma- 
honey replied that the whole reason 
of the proceedings was to give a fair 
hearing to both sides. Dr. Beck made 
a careful explanation of the status of 
the case and the conditions that have 
been.discovered, and was followed by 
ths city solicitor, who spoke briefly. A 
vote was then taken and the resolu- 
tion was adopted by a large majority, 
only a few scattered "noes" being 
heard.

FOUND OLD INDIAN VILLAGE 


Interesting Relics, Believed to Be Cen- 


. turle4 Old, Recently Unearthed 


In New York State. 


Relics of an Indian village, said to 


have Its origin as early as 1570, have 
been 'discovered ID Clason Point, the 
Bronx, according to an announcement 
made by the Musemn of ttie American 
Indian, Heye foundation. The dlscov- 
«ry was mart* by Alan B. Skinner, ar- 
theologlst of the foundation. The dlt- 
wvery Is regarded a» a very Impor- 
tant one by the members of the foun- 
dation. Research establishes that the 
village was probably Inhabited by na- 
tives of the Siwanoy tribe, known to 
Tiry early settlers as "Snakesklns." 


The research, made through the 


kindness of a trustee of the founda- 
tion, lias established to the satisfac- 
tion of the board that the tract re- 
mained In possession of Us Indian In- 
habitants until 1023, when It was pur- 
vbasiHl by lioberl Cornell, an English- 
man. 
Cornell's family was later nins- 


•acred by the barbarian tribe. During 
the attack he managed to make his 
«scape on a Dutch ship. 


Mr. Skinner was making a plensuro 


trip through Clason 1'olnt. which Is 
somewhat of a summer resort, last 
July. lie noticed very Inrge oyster 


- shells on a mound of sand and recog- 
' nized them as Indian boundary line 


markings. 
He obtained permission 


from tlif owner of the land to make 
a search of the ground. To Hie sur- 
prise of the searchers, relics of Indian 
life were uuearlhed. Costumes, beads, 
cooking utensils and a complete hiilr 
dress of the Siwanoy tribe were tils- 
covered. Seventy lodge sites, contain- 
ing hundreds of Indian implements 
and tools, were also dug up. 


The collection contained crude har- 


poons, (Ishhooks, carved tortoise-shell 
cups, bodkins and decorated pottery. 
Hundreds of pipes and a beautiful 
mold jar were discovered Intact, and 
all are being preserved for public ex- 
hibition when the museum opens. This 
history speaks of the Siwanoy practice 
ef digging sand holes and placing 
Urge quantities of food and other of- 


. ferlngs to the "Great Snake." It was 


announced at the museum that the 
relics will be placed on exhibition at 
the opening of the exhibit.

Assistance was 
given to 36,533 farmers in :the testing. 
of seed corn, resulting In 940,503 addi- 
tional acres being planteB'with tested 
seed. The agents conducted'Citenslon 
campaigns to enconrage seed corn se- 
lection In the fall and -seed-corn test- 
Ing In Illinois, Indians, :Iowa, Michi- 
gan and Pennsylvania.

once be removed to clean, disinfected 
quarters, preferably 
without

regulated nnd, if they have previously 
been on pasture, should Include some 
green feed, roots, or an abundance of 


I skim milk.

The quarters in which the sickness 


first appeared should be thoroughly 
cleaned, 
all 
bedding and 
rubbish 


burned,'aud loose boards and old par- 
Nitlons torn out .and burned. 
If the 


pen is-old, knock It to pieces and bum 
it. Disinfect pens and sleeping places, 
using airslaked lime on the floors and 
the carbolic-acid solution on the walls 
and ceilings. 
Whitewash everything. 


If a hog dies from any cause the car- 
cass should never be exposed where It 
may be devoured by the other hogs or 
by passing birds or beasts, but should 
be burned at once or burled deeply and 
the pens thoroughly disinfected Imme- 
diately. If possible, do not move the 
carcass from the place where It falls; 
but If necessary to do so the ground 
over which it is dragged should be dls- 
.infected. It Is not known positively 
how long the virus of hog cholera may 
survive In the soil, but under favor- 
able conditions it Is not unlikely thai 
It may live In the ground for several 
months. Care should be taken to main- 
tain a strict quarantine between the 
sick and healthy hogs. Tne eame at- 
tendant should not care for b,oth lots 
•unless he disinfects himself thoroughly 
after each visit to the Infected hogs. 
Dogs should be confined antll the dis- 
ease Is stamped out.

Few Essential Thlngi Are to Be Con- 


4tantly In Mind—Dispose of 


Surplus Cockerels.

general features of poullry 


husbandry, if adhered to by furmers 
and fnrmers' wives, by cily dwellers 
who have enough space to keep a few 
hens, nnd by poultry specialists of the 
country will result in a remarkable 
Increase of poultry and egg produc- 
tion. Only a few essential things arc 
to be constantly borne In mind. First 
In this list, perhaps, should come care- 
ful selection of breeding stock, in or- 
der to reproduce a larger percentage 
of good types of profitable-producers, 
Next to that In Importance Is early 
hatching. 
In order that pullets may 


bo Bufllclently mature to become good 
fall and winter layers, the chicks must 
be out of the nest 88 early as possible. 
For at least two weeks after the 
chicks 
are 
hatched 
mother 
hens 


should, be confined to brood coops to 
prevent fatalliy to the brood fro'ro'ex- 
poBure to : wet and other dangers. 
From the time the chicks are old 
enough to be Immune from the dan- 
gers of wet grass and the like free 
range is of first Importance for both 
growing stock 
nnd 
layers. 
Free 


range, In the first.place, stimulates 
growth. 
It also stimulates egg pro- 


duction, and it reduces very materi- 
ally the quantity of dry feed neces- 
sary to keep the flock In condition. 


Another matter' of prime impor- 


tance is the production of Infertile 
eggs. As soon as the breeding season 
is over;every poultry keeper, whether 
general 
farmer, 
specialist 
or 
city 


dweller, should see that the hens are 
kept separate from the cocks. If this 
practice Is followed it will result In 
the saving of millions of eggs that 
would otherwise become spoiled, ei- 
ther In the hands of the producer' or 
before reaching the consumer. . 


When the chicks have reached a 


marketable age care should be exer- 
clsed to dispose promptly of all sur- 
plus cockerels tn order to conserve 
feed. As early ns possible such pul- 
lets and hens as are not profitable 
producers should be. culled out and 
sold. The greatest of care should be 
exercised to see that profitable pul- 
lets 
are 
kept 
as egg 
producers. 


Throughout the year care should be 
exercised to prevent the marketing 
of all profitable hens of the general 
purpose class.

oats and beef scrap should be kept In 
hoppers to which the fowls have ac- 
cess at all times. 


Plenty of exercise increases the egg

Cabbages, mangels, sprouted oats, 


cut clover and cut alfalfa make ex- 
cellent green feed for poultry. 


When wet mashes are fed be sure 


that they are crumbly and not stlciy.
